The Daily Chronicle fears that the 
advance has involved a dire loss in 
guns, but thinks that in other respects 
it need not causo undue alarm, The 
paper adds: 

Foch's Reserves, 

“The country is so different that 
| Gen. Foch's reserves should have 
time to intervene before the strategic 
situation is altered seriously to the 
detriment of the Allles. The Ger- 
mans, however, probably have dons 
rather better than they expected al- 
though their achievement thus far 
does not go much beyond undoing 
the effects of lest year's French vic- 
tories.” 

“If the Ger:nan successes had been 
won two months ago,” says the Datly 
Graphic, “they would have created a 
widespread feeling of alarm. Experl- 
ence, however, las shown that initial 
succesyes frequently are followed by 
long pauses of impotence. Conse- 
quently, we are able, without making 
lught of the new German advance, to 
regard it calmly.’

Paris, May 29—The long range 
bombardment of Paris began carly

Diabolical Cruelty of the German 
Guards Described by South 
African 


LONDON, May 29.—(Via + 
Reuter’s Ottawa Agenecy)—In + 
an interview, C. J. Seitz, a 
South African infantryman +: 
from Kimberley, who has just 
escaped from Germany, de- 
scribes the diabolical cruelty 
of the Gernian guards, Be- 
cause he refused to work on 
munitions, he was knocked 
unconscious with a belt 
buckle, then kicked merci- 
lessly and tied to a furnace 
door and partly roasted, the « 
skin on his arms, body and 
face coming off in ribbons, 4 
Next he was placed in a cold + 
chamber, where he suffered < 
agony. Subsequently, he was ¢ 
placed in a coal mine, where 
he collapsed through the lack 
of nourishment. The Ger- 
mans turned the fire hose on 
him while prostrate, buffet- 
ting ‘him about until he was 
neariy killed. He was then 
left lying in the open, the cold + 
wind piercing his saturated “¢% 
and scanty clothing, Seitz as- + 
serts he wae at death's door 4% 
on 6ix occasions from semi- * 
starvation and hard labor. His %

INTERVENTION 


View of Bourgeoise as Well as 
Bolsheviki Newspapers on

Moscow, Saturday, May 25 (de- 
layed ).—(By the Associated Press)— 
The press is giving a great deal of 
attention to the suggestion of Ailied 
intervention In Russia, the Bourgeoisc 
as well as the Bolsheviki newspapers 
are unanimous in expressing opposi- 
tion, They say the occupation of part 
of Siberia would nor. be disadvantage- 
ous for the Germans and might tur: 
out badly for itussia. 

The Svboda Rossi, a Constitutions 
Democratic newspaper, reiterates it: 
declaration of sone time ago that 
intervention is undesirable and that 
foreign assistance for Russia in thi: 
form would ria counter to the norma 


national sense. It adds: 
“We are still opposed in principle 
to foreign intervention and all tha 


it would be.boand to dnvolve, just a: 
we are opposed to intervention by th 
Germans." 

Other newspapers speak in simila: 
vein. The Zaria Rossi, also Constitu 
tlonal Democrat, eays in discussing the 
military agreement concluded betwee: 
Japan and China: - 

“It would be short sighted notg 
perceive that hee are new danMr: 
to us, and it would be failing to per 
form our duty to the country to pus: 
by these dangers in silence.”

Effective Work of the Colleges 


Greetings on behalf of the city and 
en behalf of the other Protestant de- 
nominations featured the banquet to 
the ministerial and lay delegates to 
the fifteenth session of the Alberta 
Conference of the Methodist Church 
given at the McDougall church Wed- 
nesday night by the women of the 
several churches of the city. The 
president of the conference, Rev. W. 
J. HWagelth, B.D, of Banff, presided 
over a large company which included 
Mayor Evans, James Ramsey, M.P.P., 
Prof. J. f McLaughlin (Victoria Col- 
lege, Toronto), and leading members 
of the Methodist community in Hd- 
monton and the provines, « 

Mayor Evans gave the delegates a 
hearty welcome to the city, and spoke 
of the increasing responsibility of the 
ministry because of the problems that 
would arise from the war, and the 
urgent demand for funds for war 
charities, 

Rev. Canon McKim _ directed the 
attention of the assembly to the work 
of the Bible society, especially in con- 
nection with its operations in the 
northern part of the province. He in- 
vited the sympathy and co-operation 
of the members of the conference. 
Speaking of what the society was do- 
ing for the soldiers he said the Ca- 
nadian branch had distributed 400,- 
900 copies of the scriptures while the 
parent organization in Great Britain 
had distributed 8,000,000. 

Rey. D, J. Graham, conveying the 
greetings of the Presbyterian church, 
emphasized that the two churches 
were fighting the same great prob- 
lems; were endeavoring to build up 
the same great kingdom of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and were endeavoring to 
lay the foundations of that kingdom 
in that vast Western country. 

Rev. W. G. Thompson, speaking for 
the same denomination, urged them 
to unitedly go forth in one spirit, hop- 
ing for the time peace would reign 
supreme in every land, Dwelling upon 
the sacrifices of the soldiers, he said 
when they realized what  gacrifice 
meant they would preach a larger 
and more humane gospel because they 
would have in their hearts a more 
humane Christ.

Efficiency in Business Methods in 
the Church Subject of Dis- 
cussion—Officers Elected 


The Methodist Laymans’ associa- 
tion, which holds its sessions concur- 
rently with the conference, held its 
first meting at the McDougall church 
Wednesday afternoon, with a good at- 
tendance of members from all parts 
of the province, In the unavoidable 
absence of President J. EH. Bull, of 
Calgary, First Vice-President S. A. G. 
Barnes occupied the chair, After de- 
votional exercises several mattera 
were informally debated, which will 
be presented to the conference today 
for fuller discussion and settlement, 

A. B, Oushing, of Calgary, brought 
up the resolution passed a year ago, 
that the superintendent of each cir- 
cult, both city and rural, should be 
written to and requested to ascertain 
in how many families the practice of 
family prayer was maintained, Mr. 
Cushing said that although 100 let- 
ters had been written, only eix replies 
had been made. He wanted to know 
why the instructions of the conference 
were given such scant consideration, 
Several delegates from different parts 
of the province discussed the matter, 
Some said that they had not received 
the letters. One eaid that there was 
objection to maki the enquiries in 
his district. Another said that the 
field where he worked was shared 
equally with the Presbyterians and 
there was doubt as to whether they 
would approve of the making of such 
an enquiry. The matter was laid over 
for subsequent action by the confer- 
ence. Meanwhile the election of a 
general committee was deferred un‘il 
the local districts are organized. 

Mr. Cushing eubmited another 
resolution which will be submitted to 
the conference in the morning. It was 
to the effect that whereas there ap- 
pears to be a feeling that the minis- 
ters, especially in the country dis- 
tricts, are not as a class in fullest 
sympathy with the social and econ- 
omic movements of the times; that 
therefore theological institutions and 
colleges should give instruction in so- 
ciologic subjects, agriculture and 
economics, to students who intend to 
enter the ministry, that they may be 
able to discuss these subjects intelll- 
igently and sympathetically with tneir 
people. The speaker pointed out that 
with the returned soldiers going on 
the land in large and ever-increasing 
numbers, there was need of the min- 
isters having a wider knowledge of 
these things than the echoole and uni- 
versities were now giving them. 

Another matter which was brought 
up and discussed informally was the 
propaganda of the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists, which, it was alleged, was be- 
ing carried out among Methodist 
church membars, and the best meth- 
ods of counteracting 1t. 

The following officers were elected, 
all unanimously: Honorary presi- 
dent, Hon, W..H. Cushing, Calgary; 
president, S, A. G. Barnes, Edmon- 
ton; first viceqpresident, H. F. Ken- 
ny, Red Deer; second vice-president, 
Cc. F, Adams, Calgary; secretary-treas- 
urer, C. W. Leonard, Edmonton; cor- 
responding ss3cretary, W. W. Cum- 
ming, Calgary. 

The evening session was largely 
devoted to the 6iscussion of financial 
affairs and a general talk on the 
Cushing-~Hollingsworth motion of the 
1917 conference, referring to more 
efficient administration of the busi- 
ness side of the church, including the 
establishment of a department deal- 
ing with matters of finance, proper- 
ties, loans, insurance, etc. The mem- 
bers were strongly in sympathy with 
it. 

The association's next scheduled 
meeting is at 5.30 p.m., Friday, to dis- 
cuss the proposed disciplinary 
ohanges, as recommended by ‘the 
Manitoba Laymans’ association.

YOUNG FARMERS 
BEING DRAFTED 


Complaints Made of Conscription 
Orders Cleaning up Single 
Men 


Complaints are coming In from the 
Grande Prairie district that the latest 
conscription orders are cleaning up 
the few remaining single young farm- 
ers who, it is contended, would be bet- 
ter left on their farms, at least to 
harvest what they had sown. 

Particulars of one case are given 
below. Two lads have been farming 
150 acres {n the Grande Prairie dis- 
trict for the last four years. This year 
they have their grain all in and the 
crop growing. Also they own between 
eight and ten head of horses and 
some cattle. 

Both have been drafted and have 
to leave their farm as best they can. | 
There is another unmarried brother 
who has been engaged in another line 
of business, and he also has been | 
drafted. The father was engaged in) 
farming the district for some eight| 
years, but has since left. 

The point raised is that out of the) 
three, one at least should be left to! 
look after the farm and secure the 
harvest, otherwise the whole is going 
to ruin and waste; the lads are going 
to lose the proceeds of their labor 
and the country the benefit of the 
crop. The ages of the three range 
from 28 to 27 years, It is stated that 
the boys are not protesting against 
being drafted, save that they contend 
that one should have the opportunity 
of securing the proceeds of their toll. 

Another case given is that of a boy 
who has 40 acres in crop and a num- 
ber of head of stock. In thie case 
the lad has had to leave his farm on 
account of being drafted, and the crop 
and the work that has been put tn 
seems in a fair way to be wasted. 

Those who protest against cases 
like the above say that Injustice is be- 
ing done the farm lads, inasmuch as 
they are being taken and dozens of 
boys left in city jobs where they 
could well be spared, This, however, 
is hardly a matter for comment un- 
supported by definite proof, but it is 
for the military authorities to assure 
the farmers that they are being treat- 
bo Sperone in the administration of the 
act,

CITY BOY, BACK 
FROM GERMANY 


Was Taken Prisoner at the Same 
Time That Major Pete 
Anderson Oaptured 


Escaping from Germany after near- 
ly three years’ imprisonment and {ll- 
treatment by the Huns, Private J, .L. 
Davis (18936) of this city arlved home 
this week, physically shattered, but 
glad beyond measure to again see his 
own city after his thrilling experiences. 

Private Davis was taken prisoner in 
1916 at the same time that Major Pete 
Anderson was captured. Both were 
members of the old 101st battalion 
which left the city just after the out- 
break of the war. 

His experiences in Germany are 
similar to those of other prisoners. 
He was moved from place to place, at 
some being very badly ill-used. Finally 
he managed to make his escape into 
Holland and was later sent across to 
England, finally being invalided home. 
He is now staying with friends at For- 
est Heights. 

Private Davis is loud in his praise 
of the treatment received from British 
war institutions, such as the Red 
Cross, during the time he wae a pris- 
oner, He especially wishes to thank 
the mayor of Toronto and the corpora- 
tion for the kindness which was shown 
by them In articles forwarded. Pte, 
Davis was a member of the ard Bat- 
talion of the Toronto Regiment while 
at the front.

In referring to 
what the future might have, the 
speaker alluded to the questions that 
the end of the war might bring, for 
instance, the big {!mmigration that 
might be expected. It was up to the 
Canadian clubs to teach Canadianism 
so that these people would acquire it 
along the right lines and be glad that 
they had come to Canada. 


President’s Report. 

The report of the president, H. Mil- 
ton Martin, make the gratifying an- 
nouncement that the club was in a 
better position than for some years 
past. There was now a paid-up mem- 
bership of two hundred and seven, 

Thé report of the year's work was 
reviewed and the different gentlemen 
who have spoken were mentioned, 
They included the Duke of Devon- 
shire, Dr, Jamos W,. Robertson, Dr, 
George R. Parkin, Capt, Robt, Pear- 
son and Miss Macadama. 

The report dealt with the celebra- 
tion of the fiftieth anniversary of 
confederation last July, the ratsing 
of funds for Bt. Dunstan's Home for 
Blind Soldiers, end to the large num- 
ber of members of the club who have 
enlisted for overseas service, 


Prof. Sheldon’s Address 

As before stated, the addreas of Pro- 
fessor Sheldon, who spoke of the re- 
turned soldier, was along more out- 
spoken lines than usual, because Pro- 
fessor Sheldon offered criticism of the 
manner in which some members of 
the general public were inclined to 
regard and personally treat the re- 
turned man, 
The speaker eulogised the work that 
¢ ladies were doing for the returned 
men, also the record results being 
achieved by the government depart- 
ment under Mr, Stutchbury. 

But he did allude strongly to the 
fact that there. were some men in the 
city who had not got the right spirit 
of the war—these were the persons 
who regard the war asa g@ort of 
magazine story, to be read and then 
to be laid down again, or to be con- 
tinued in some further installment. It 
was upon the attitude of these people 
that the remarks of the speaker were 
based. 

He asked his audience to look et 
the matter through the eyes of the re- 
turned men, and to endeavor to realize 
his feelings on returning to the city 
and contemplating what went on 

| around him. The returned man com- 
pared the attitude of the citizens with 
the attitude of the people in France 
and England. He compared the ex- 
penditure on clothes and entertain- 
ment with what he has seen overseas, 
and he resented what he heard around 
him, the remarks of people “that they 
must have this or that." Also they 
looked with askance at the people who 
talked of what they contributed to war 
funds, knowing that these people did 
so at no risk to Ife or Imb. 

Coming to the returned soldiers as 
individuals, the speaker said that they 
might be inclined to be grouchy, they 
were nervous, but these men had been 
through a terrible experience, In 
many cases they had undergone opera- 
tions, not one but many. The more 
that he*saw of the returned men, said 
the speaker, the more he admired 
them, their leaders and their organiza- 
tion. There was no militarism about 
them, they were going to be a force 
for peace, These men were not num- 
bers or machines, but human beings, 
and they had to be treated aa such, 
and not regarded with the eye of 
curiosity or pity, or as some prospec- 
tlve menace, If they were looked upon 
as a menace it was what they would 
become, but if regarded in the spirit 
of hope they would become one of the 

greatest forces for rood in the coun- 
try. He asked the club to take up 
leadership in the matter—there were 
elements in the city and about them 
generally that were not in the war—- 
there might be lectures on the war, 
the returned men and thelr organiza- 
tions ehould be helped and encouraged 
and the initial steps should be taken 
by the citizens, and the men should 
not have to come to them, In con- 
clusion the speaker spoke of the mat- 
}ter of dealing with the alilens in their 
midst, and the attitude of the re- 
turned men towards them. In closing 
he emphasized the importance of pro- 
viding for the education and re-em- 
ployment of the returned man.

They 
already run clear to the national 
boundary in every direction, What 
is widening is the scheme of ope- 
rations by which those intentions 
are being carried into effect— 
with the assistance, intentional or 
other, of the Bolsheviki. 


Another Chance.

If they 
could only send out word that the 
price Was likely to be less ‘‘ade- 
quate’’ it would be received with 
equal satisfaction. 


Not Getting Results, 

The long range bombardment of 
Paris continues. It also continues 
to be ineffective.

Results of Russia’s Collapse. 

In an address last week Mr. 
Lloyd George told an Edinburgh 
audience that while the United 
States is rushing men to France as 
rapidly as room can be found on 
shipboard the American ‘army 
oversea does not yet represent 
one-fifth the fighting strength that 
was recovered by ‘the enemy 
through the collapse of Russia. 

In a further statement ho assur- 
ed his audience that the British 
Government had neglected’ no op- 
portunity to find out if there was 
any honorable way to end the war 
other than by fighting it through 
to a finish. 

Taken together those two state- 
ments summarize the result of the 
Russian collapse upon the position 
of the Allies. Immediately, that 
collapse released two and a half

Tax Arrears Notes. 

The city council have decided 
to accept notes in settlement of 
tax arrears, provided the signers 
have arranged with the bank to 
Yash the notes when endorsed by 
the city. The arrangement offers 
the delinquent some advantages 
over the redemption privilege he 
would have if his property were 
sold for taxes—provided he is in 
position to make use of it. The 
city holds itself free to sell the 
property during the existence of 
the note if further arrears accu- 
mulate, will become liable for 
only six, per cent. interest if 
the signer fails to pay, and will 
not become liable to pay the note 
until July Ist, 1920, whatever 
happens to the signer and the 
property in the meantime. With 


those restrictions attached—no 
doubt necessary to protect. the 
city’s interests—it would seem 


likely that the advantages of the 
scheme will be pretty well confin- 
ed to those whose credit at the 
bank is good without the endorse- 
ment of the city. 


A Possible Variation. 

To help pay its debts Montreal 
is placing a surtax of 45 cents per 
-«hundred dollars valuation on the 

owners of real estate, in addition 
to the regular tax levy. This is 
an adaptation of the idea that the 
property-owner should be penal- 
ized because he has mortgaged his 
property to create improvements 
for the general benefit of the com- 
munity. How would it be to put 
the boot on the other foot, and im- 
pose a special tax upon those who, 
being able, refuse to buy property 
in the city in which they live, thus 
keeping themselves free of respon- 
sibility for improvements, utilities 
and public services created and 
maintained as much for their 
benefit as that of the property- 
owners?

front, Ultimately, it multiplies 
the reasons why the Allies dare 
not stop short of complete victory. 

Secretary Baker has stated that 
there are a half million or more 
United States soldiers in France, 


Mr. Lloyd George’s statement is | 


that—considering only men on the 
fighting line—the collapse of Rus- 
sia has been worth thus far five 
times as much to the enemy as the 
entrance of the United States has 
been worth to the Allies. That 
advantage will diminish as United 
States troops are sent across, but 
for the time being the result of 
Russia going out and the United 
States coming in is five to one 
against us in the tally of soldiers 
available at the front. 

Whatever flimsy justification 
pacifists were able to find for an 
inconclusive treaty went by the 
board when Russia went to pieces 
and became the prey of the enemy. 
With a strong and hostile Russia 
on its eastern flank German mili- 
tary power developed a strength 
which the combined military 
forces of France and Britain fail- 
ed to smash on the western front. 
With Russia out of the fight the 
forces of France, Britain, Italy, 
and the smaller Allies, with a half 


million men from the United 
States, are required to hold the 
German offensive on the west. 


Given twenty or forty years in 
which to exploit the resources of 
Russia and _ incorporate the 
strength of that vast empire into 
economic ‘‘sinews’’ and munitions 
of war, there would be little 
enough chance that the peace- 
loving nations of western Europe 
and their overseas Allies would be 
able to withstand the onslaught of 
the Huns. 

There is only one alternative to 
incurring that risk. It is to smash 
the ideal of German militarism— 
smash it so completely that the 
German people will be made to be- 
lieve, as they believe their own ex- 
istence, that any future strike for 
‘‘world power’’ would for them 
only mean defeat, certain, crush- 
ing and terrible in its conse- 
quences.Not until the German mind 
has been imbued with that convic- 
tion will it be possible to make 
‘‘peace’’ with Germany. All the 
more so that Russia as a world 
power has ceased, and is being re- 
cast into a string of German prin- 
cipalities.

With the premier of Canada 
suggesting complete nationalization 
of Canadian railroads, not as a war 
measure, but as a business prob- 
lem of the near future, and with 
the American public discussing the 
wisdom of continuing in peace times 
the government control now in sue- 
cessful operation, the matter of 
hubliec ownership, the St. Jehn Globe 
n.aintains, may safely be declared 
a live one. 


It certainly ought to be a ‘‘live’’ 
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| The Yukon Election. 


If anything were needed to 
prove the character of the general 
elections of December 17th, the 
recent procecdings in the House of 
Commons regarding the Yukon 
seat would supply the need. An 
election is supposed to be an ex- 
pression of the opinion of duly 
qualified electors as to the merits 
of the men elected, and in support 
of the policies which they advo- 
cate. To elect a man by merely 
declaring for a_ policy is to set 
aside the very first principles of 
democratic government. The right 
of the people to choose who shall 
represent them and thereby who 
shall govern them is the very 
foundation of democracy. 

In the case of the Yukon the 
vote of the resident population 
was not taken until some weeks 
after the 17th December, Dr. 
Thomson stood as the candidate 
of the Borden Government; Mr. 
Congdon stood as the candidate of 
the opposition. It is to be remem- 
bered that the elections, with the 
exception of the Yukon, had al- 
ready been held, and the Govern- 
ment had been returned to power 
by a decisive majority. Notwith- 
standing that fact, the people of 
the Yukon voted against the Gov- 
ernment candidate, and, so far as 
their votes were concerned, elected 
Mr. Congdon, the opposition can- 
didate, by a substantial majority. 

The votes of the soldiers over- 
seas had all been cast before the 
17th of December, which was some 
time before the nominations for 
the Yukon constituency had been 
made, The soldiers from the 
Yukon, therefore, did not and 
could not vote for their own can- 
didates, as thtre were none in 
nomination at the time they cast 
their votes, Their votes were cast 
for the Government or for the op- 
position, and, when ‘they were 
'counted, gave a majority to the | 
Government candidate, Dr. Thom- 
son, 

Mr. Congdon, who was so strong- 
ly endorsed by the resident popu- 
lation, protested the election be- 
fore the Elections Committee of 
the House of Commons with the 
result that the Government major- 
ity in the House has given the seat 
to Dr. Thomson. It is a clear case 
in which the Government and not 
the people have elected the mem- 
ber. This condition prevails 
in Mexico and in some oft the Cen- 
tral and South American Repub- 
lies. The result there is a depleted 
treasury and a_ discredited 
country.

Tt’s a Delicate Thing Fresh From 
Makers—First Months 
Most Vital 


(By Barney Oldfield) 

I haye had occasion.to notice from 
time to time that wheff a man buys a 
new car he seems to think that, being 
fresh from the maker's shop, it is so 
strong and supple that he can do any- 
thing with it, without damaging the 
vehicle in any way. Now there was 
never a bigger mistake on earth, The 
new car is more delicate by far than 
its brother that has been run for five 
or eix thousand miles, 

The first few months of the car's 
life in active service are the most vital 
of its whole career, It is undergoing 
what is known as “running in.” The 
closely fitting parts are easing up just 
a bit and unless they are treated with 
consideration until this process has 
been accomplished, irreparable dam- 
age may be don to the whole machan- 
ism, 

Another mistake that most new 
owners make is tv assume that the 
new automobile as it comes to them is 
ebtsclutely ready for the road. This 
may be truo, probably is, but there are 
exceptions enough to make it worth 
while to give the entire vehicle the 
“double-o,” before taking it out on 
the road, 

What Can Happen 

For instance, in a factory where 
several hundreds of cars are shipped! 
each day, it is a very easy mistake for 
the man who is charged with attend- 
ing to the lubrication to overlook one 
unit, thinking probably that he has 
already attended to it. The owner, all 
unsuspecting, jumps into the new ‘bus 
for a rido and the first thing he knows

hot. Many a first day’s ride in a new 
car has been spoiled by just such an 
oversight. The first thing I would 
recommend for the new owner Is care- 
fully tv go over the lubrication system 
and see that each unit has been pro- 
vided for in this respect. Sometimes 
it will be found that the transmission 
and the rear axle housing have been 
filled with grease. I would remoyvo 
that and substitute a gear oil, 

The next part of the equipment that 
I would inspect would be the battery, 
It is not impossible, in these days of 
long freight journeys, that a battery 
which leaves the factory in perfectly 
good shape, may reach the car owner 
considerably weakened, Therefore, 
teke your hydrometer und test each 
cell in turn to see that it measures up 
to the required specific gravity. If the 
new owner doesn’t understand how to 
take hydrometer readings and hasn't! 
a hydrometer anyway, he had beiier 
have the battery service station test! 
the battery for him, At any rate, get! 
{t done, Also see that all the cells are 
up to the proper level with fluid, if any 
of them are below the mark, fill them 
up with distilled water, 

The Tires 

After these two matters have been 
attended to, the tires should have the 
benefit of a looking over, In his haste 
to get the car into your hands, so that 
you won't be calling him up on the 
"phone four times a day to ask when 
you are going to get it, the agent may 

ave forgotten to put the proper press- 
ure in the casings, ometimes even 
the brand new valve may have a slow 
leak in it, so that while the tire started 
out fully pumped up, it will be away 
below pressure by the time you get it. 
At any rate test every tire with a 
gauge and make sure you drive off in 
the new “boat.” _A single afternoon's 
running on a badly under-inflated cas- 
ing may be enough to ruin it for good 
and all, 

Now when it comes to driving the 
new car there are some things to keep 
in mind, The new driver should re- 
member all the time that throughout 
the new machanism under his control 
intensive movernent {is going on in all 
the parts. At first the parts may fit so 
tight that lubrication is a little diMecult 
at best. Therefore, don’t attempt high 
speed, until the various parts have 
had a chance to wear in. Do not race 
the engine, nor make it do an excessive 
amount of ‘work. Give ita change to 
cut its eye teeth before you abuseAt, 

Lichting 

Don't tdy to see how far you can 
throttle down on high gear. Don't try 
to take all the hills you coine to in 
high, drop down to a lower gear, until 
the machine ts running easier. Don't 
reduce the lubrication simply because 
the engine smokes a bit. When she is 
smoking you can be sure at least that 
the parts are getting plenty of oil. 
Don't be surprised if the car uses a 
gcod deal more gasoline than the 
agent promised you it would. This 
doesn’t mean, necessarily, that the! 
agent was telling whoppers. The stiff} 
mechanism wastes power and uses ex- 
tra gas to make up for this condition, 
After the car has loosened up, you 
may find that you can readjust your 
carburetor, so as to burn much less 
gas. 

After the.car has been in service for 
five or six hundred miles, the condi- 
tion of the starting and lighting sys- 
tem ought to be investigated The 
charging rate for which the device has 
been set may not be suited to the 
vehicle. If the owner does not under- 
had better call upon the service sta- 
stand how to check up this unit, he 
tion for help. 

When the car has been run for a 
week or so, it ought to be gone over 
for lose parts of various sorts, Nuts | 
and bolts may have been shaken loose, | 
the spring clips may have streched a | 
bit.
